““Ask And Ye Shall Receive That Your 


Joy May Be Full.” — 


Since prayer changes things, 
it may change even the plan of 
God. Then the only limits would 
be the limits that are on God Him- 
God cannot do wrong and 
so prayer would be limited to those 
things that could be according to 
the will of God. There are no limits 
to the things we have a right to 
pray for and can get by prayer, 
so long as God can be glorified in 
them. The limits about prayer are 
the limits of God; that is, within 
what is right, nothing is too great 
to get by prayer. 


How clearly the Bible pictures 
this fact. At Joshua’s command, 
the sun stood still in the heavens. 
Do not explain this away. If there 
is a God who could make the sun, 
He could make the sun stand still 
(Joshua 10:13). If there is a God 
who could give us a Bible, He could 
make it accurately and literally 
true. 


At Hezekiah’s request God 
caused the sun to move ten 
degrees backward on the sun dial 
as evidence that God would give 
Hezekiah fifteen years of added 
life (Isaiah 38:8). If there is a 
God who made the solar system 
He could run it all backward as 
well as forward and do it without 
any alarming disturbance to the 
rest of the world. Prayer changed 
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John 16:24 


the course of the planets! 

When the same man Hezekiah 
prayed, the angel of the Lord moved 
over the Assyrian host and in one 
night smote and slew one hundred 
and eighty five thousand (Isaiah 
37:36). What startling proof that 
there is no limit to the power that 
can be controlled by the prayer 
of faith! 

Elijah prayed and it rained not 
for the space of three years and 
six months. He prayed again, and 
the Heaven gave rain and the earth 
brought forth its fruits, so we are 
told in the Word of God (I Kings 
17:1, I Kings 18:42-45 and James 
5:17 and 18). And praise God, we 
are told that Elijah was just a 
man of like passions as we are. 
If prayer can change the nature 
of the lions in Daniel’s den, and 
the nature of fire in the fiery fur- 
nace where the Hebrew children 
were cast, canslayanarmy,can stop 
the sun or reverse it, can control 
for indefinite periods the weather 
and all the forces of nature, then 
how great is the power of prayer! 
In the Bible men prayed and water 
stood up in a wall. Men prayed and 
food multiplied. Men prayed and 
death came to life. Men prayed and 
lepers were healed. Men prayed 
and hearts were changed. There 
is no limit to the power of the 
prayer that moves God.

unto you, What things soever ye 
desire, when ye pray, believe that 
ye receive them, and ye shall have 
them.” | 

The scope of this promise is in- 
finite. It is addressed to “Whoso- 
ever shall say..... and believe.” 
That certainly does not mean just 
the apostles nor just those who 
lived during the apostolic age. If 
John 3:16 is the plan of salvation 
for “whosoever” then here is the 
plan of prayer for “whosoever.” 
Jesus did not limit the one any 
more than the other. John 3:16 
gives the plan of salvation good 
in every age. Mark 11:23,24 gives 
a promise of unlimited answers to 
prayer in every age. 

This promise is for “whosoever” 
but just as remarkable is the fact 
that it is a promise for “what 
things soever ye desire.’”’ There is 
no limit to the person, so there 


Whoever has faith may sign the 
check and he may fill it out for 
any amount. I challenge anybody 
to say that this promise is not 
good for New Testament Chris- 
itians, 1935 Christians as well as 
‘for those of any other age. 


I admit that I do not see moun- 
tains moved and cast into the sea, 
and for that matter, do not know 
that any of the twelve apostles 
ever saw it either. But Jesus ex- 
plained that it was clearly possible 
in answer to the prayer of faith. 
If God gives the faith, then God 
will. give the answer. If we need 
the mountain moved, we have a 
right to ask God for faith, and then 
ask Him to move the mountain. 
God does not put a limit on the 
kind of prayer we may have an- 
swered if we ask in faith. 


"These Signs Shall Follow 
Them That Believe" 


Some scholars do not believe that 
the last of the 16th chapter of 
Mark was inspired of God. But

a careful reading will show that 


it does not teach any doctrine not 


_|taught elsewhere in the Bible. Mark 


16:17,18 have been particularly 
misunderstood but really the prom- 
ise given here is exactly the same 
as the promise we have referred to 
in Matthew 17:20 and Mark 11:- 
22-24. 


"And these signs shall follow 
them that believe; In my name 
shall they cast out devils; they shall 
speak with new tongues; they shall 
take up serpents; and if they drink 
any deadly thing, it shall not hurt 
them; they shall lay hands on the 
sick, and they shall recover.’ 


--- Mark 16:17,18. 


These verses do not say that 
these signs or miracles shall follow 
all that are saved. Evidently these 
shall “follow those who have faith 
for these signs. One who believes for 
salvation gets salvation. One who 
has faith for a particular prayer 
gets that prayer answered, though 
in other matters he may 
not receive the answer be- 
It never 
was true that these signs followed 
all who were saved. Casting out 
devils, talking with new languages 
as at Pentecost, drinking poison 
without hurt, and healing the sick: 
these are unusual miracles, unusual 
even among the apostles and very, 
very rare among other Christians 
of the apostolic age. These signs 
followed only those who had faith 
for these signs and only when they 
had faith. But thank God, the

Same promise is given to us as to 
them. The prayer of faith has no 
limit set upon it in the Word of 
God. We need not pray for things 
contrary to the will of God, things 


that would dishonor God. In such’ 


cases, we would not expect God to 
give the faith that would bring the 
answer. But if God gives faith, 
then the aswer will follow every 
time. Thus we are told again and 
again in the Word of God. 


"lf Ye Shall Ask Anything 
In My Name, | Will Do It" 


In John 14:13,14 we are given 
another marvelous promise of 
prayer. There Jesus said: 


"And whatsoever ye shall ask in 
my name, that will | do, that the 
Father may be glorified in the Son. 
If ye shall ask any thing in my 
name, | will do it.” 

Here again the promise is un- 
limited. If you can ask for a moun- 
tain to be removed, for the sick to 
be healed, for the seemingly im- 
possible thing to be done, and can 
ask it in the name of Jesus, then 
you may have what you ask. Jesus 
used the word “whatsoever” and 
that means just what it says. Lest 
we should doubt, the next verse 
repeats this unlimited promise, “If 
ye shall ask any thing in my name, 
I will do it.” 


Again in John 16:23,24 a similar 


' promise is given: 


“And in that day ye shall ask

Ask, then, dear Christian, that 
your joy may be full. Happy Chris- 
tians are asking Christians, Chris- 
tians who ask much and get much 
from God. 


“Exceeding Great and Precious 
Promises” 


How strangely wicked the hu- 
man heart is that we do not ac- 
cept God’s promises at face value. 
We measure God by human stand- 
ards. We have faith to pray for 
that which seems probable and 
usual and ordinary. We do not have 
faith to ask for that which is un- 
usual and extraordinary, that 
which seems improbable. But 
God has told us that He has power 
to give “exceeding abundantly 
above all that we ask or think” 
(Eph. 3:20). Take at face value 
the wonderful promises of God 
throughout the Bible on prayer. 


"Ask, and it shall be given you; 
seek, and ye shall find; knock, and 
it shall be opened unto you: For 
every one that asketh receiveth; 
and he that seeketh findeth; and 
to him that knocketh it shall be 
opened.” (Matt. 7:7,8). 

"Ye have not, because ye ask 
not" (James 4:2). 

"Call unto me, and | will answer 
thee, and shew thee great and 
mighty things, which thou knowest 
not" (Jer. 33:3).
